Truth or 
consequences 
at Christmas

Today my wife Dottle and I went Christmas 
shopping at the mall. In the middle of all the 
decorated stores I saw a throng crowded 
around that man in a red suit with a white beard 
A long line of parents with very young children 
were patiently waiting their turn. 

As I observed that familiar sight, I thought 
back to my own childhood and began to gene¬ 
rate some long, hard thoughts about this cus¬ 
tom. Santa, that “Jolly old elf,” has taken his 
place alongside such institutions as mother¬ 
hood, apple pie, and the American flag. He has 
become about as sacred as anything you can 
think of. The way some of us represent him to 
our children he Is almost a god. 

This last mental observation started an ar¬ 
gument In my mind, and I began to seriously 
develop two different perspectives on what we 
should tell our children about this mythologi¬ 
cal character. My thoughts went back and forth 
like this; “Now Isn’t it alright to tell make- 
believe stories to our children just to go along 
with the spirit of the Christmas season?” 

And then 1 recognized that the spirit of 
Christmas Isn’t really the spirit of the make- 
believe. But on the other hand, “We are children 
only once and little ones grow up so quickly. 
Why should anyone spoil it for them? Anyway, 
what they don’t know, won’t hurt them...or will 
it?” 

“But,” I wondered, “why do so many 
parents tell their children there really Is a Santa 
Claus when all the time he Is make-believe? 
And why do Moms and Dads encourage their 
children to crawl up on Santa’s lap, tell him 
what they want for Christmas, and all the while 
pretending he will actually bring It to them. 
But Isn’t this really just a harmless fairy tale? 
Why, Santa Is the symbol of giving. He Isn’t 
real, but the legendary stories about him are 
fun to tell and they encourage all of us toward 
giving to others rather than selfishness.” 

“Yes,” I thought, “but why don’t we tell it 
that way to our children in the first place? And 
why is It so many of us as children first learned 
Santa was only make-believe from the older 
children rather than our parents? In any good 
relationship, trust Is the priceless prerequisite. 
Experiences that diminish trust erode the basis 
for healthy growing relationships.” 

And then I thought, “Teaching our children 
to believe In make believe may lay the founda¬ 
tion for a real creclibility gap between the ge¬ 
nerations later on.” 

And as I went back and forth In my mind, 
one great concern came Into my thinking. I 
was a subtle association being made between 
Santa Claus, on the one hand, and the One 
whose birth Is supposed to be celebrated at 
this time of year. 

What concerned me was the loss of 
Christ’s credibility by our associating His 
birthday so strongly with the myth of Santa 
Claus. Something Is wrong when the same 
parents who encourage faith In Jesus also en¬ 
courage faith In Santa Claus. Unwittingly, we 
can place in our children’s minds a strong 
temptation to view the supernatural events of 
Jesus’ birth, life, death and resurrection on 
the same level with the supernatural abilities 
of Santa Claus who rides through the air, climbs 
down millions of chimneys, not to mention 
that he can carry gifts for everyone In the world 
in one small sleigh pulled by only eight tiny 
reindeer. 

This concern is no idle fancy on my part, 
for I recall college professors who seriously 
taught that there was a parallel between shed¬ 
ding one’s faith in Jesus of Nazareth like we 
one day shad our faith In Santa Claus. 

But In the end I came to the conclusion 
I wasn’t really against Santa Claus per se, even 
though he seems to get more recognition in the 
media than Jesus of Nazareth. What I found 
Indefensible was the tendency on the part of 
well-meaning grownups who tell the story of 
Santa as If It were true, and leave It to others 
to set the record straight even with their own 
children. It was Jesus Himself who said, “You 
shall know the truth, and the truth shall set 
you free.” 

Our children deserve to be told the truth 
about Jesus and Santa from the very beginning, 
and the truth Is, Santa can’t meet our chil¬ 
dren’s deepest needs. He can’t even fulfill one 
child’s Christmas wish list because he 
doesn’t exist. 

Instead of telling legends as truth, let’s 
go back to the second chapter of the Gospel of 
St. Luke and read our children the truth about 
Christmas. It was Jesus who said, “I am the 
way, the truth, and the life.” 

Let’s be careful not to teach legend as 
truth or our children may one day reject truth 
as legend.

The first 10 amendments to our Constitution are 
properly called The Bill of Rights. To commemorate 
the Bill of Rights Week it would behoove all of us to 
reread them. Even though traitors in our own country 
hide behind them, and criminals sometimes twist them 
to escape punishment, they are still our gateway to 
“life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness” as long as 
we do not infringe on or violate the rights of others. 

America has fought two great wars to protect 
our shores and our way of life, and two other wars in 
an attempt to protect the rights of others. We shall 
continue to protect our “unalienable” right that “gov¬ 
ernment of the people, by the people, for the people, 
shall not perish from the earth.” 

ARTICLE I — Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment of religion, or prohibit¬ 
ing the free exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom 
of speech, or of the press; or the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble, and to petition the Government 
for a redress of grievances. 

ARTICLE II — A well regulated Militia, being 
necessary to the security of a free State, the right of 
the people to keep and bear anns, shall not be infringed. 

ARTICLE III — No soldier shall, in time of peace 
be quartered in any house, without the consent of 
the owner, nor in time of war, but in a manner pre¬ 
scribed by law. 

ARTICLE IV — The right of the people to be 
secure in their persons, houses, papers, and effects, 
against unreasonable searches and seizures, shall not 
be violated, and no Warrants shall issue, but upon 
probable cause, supported by oath or affirmation, 
and particularly describing the place to be searched, 
and the persons or things to be seized. 


Proclamation 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE DOES HEREBY PROCLAIM: 

WHEREAS, the first 10 amendments, histori¬ 
cally known as the Bill of Rights, provide for the 
foundation of America’s freedoms guaranteed in the 
United States Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, the 191st anniversary of the docu¬ 
ment defending human rights will be observed 
Wednesday, December 15, 1982; and 

WHEREAS, the Bill of Rights Commemoration 
Committee with Ross M. Blakeley as Chairman is 
sponsoring its 42nd observance of Bill of Rights 
Week and is cooperating with other civic and public 
groups in recognizing the importance of the Bill 
of Rights; and 

WHEREAS, it is valuable that all Americans 
renew their awareness of this vital document; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that 
the City of Sierra Madre by adoption of this pro¬ 
clamation by the City Council, does now designate 
December 12 through 19, as the Bill of Rights Week, 
inviting all Americans to take a closer look at these 
amendments which guarantees our fundamental 
rights as citizens, and to join in the public com¬ 
memoration.

ARTICLE V — No person shall be held to an¬ 
swer for a capital, or otherwise infamous crime, unless 
on a presentment or indictment of a Grand Jury, ex¬ 
cept in cases arising in the land or naval forces, or in 
the Militia, when in the actual service in time of war 
or public danger; nor shall any person be subject for 
the same offense to be twice put in jeopardy of life or 
limb; nor shall be compelled in any criminal case to 
be a witness against himself, nor be deprived of life, 
liberty, or property, without due process of law; nor 
shall private property be taken for public use, without 
just compensation. 

ARTICLE VI — In all criminal prosecutions, 
the accused shall enjoy the right to a speedy and pub¬ 
lic trial, by an impartial jury of the state and district 
wherein the crime shall have been committed, which 
district shall have been previously ascertained by law, 
and to be informed of the nature and cause of the ac¬ 
cusation; to be confronted with the witnesses against 
him; to have compulsory process for obtaining wit¬ 
nesses in his favor, and to have the Jissistance of Coun¬ 
sel for his defense. 

ARTICLE VII — In suits at common law, where 
the value in controversy shall exceed twenty dollars, 
the right of trial by jury shall be preserved, and no 
fact tried by the jury, shall be otherwise re-examined 
in any Court of the United States, than according to 
the rules of common law. 

ARTICLE VIII — Excessive bail shall not be 
required, nor excessive fines imposed, nor cruel and 
unusual punishments inflicted. 

ARTICLE IX — The enumeration in the Con¬ 
stitution, of certain rights, shall not construed to deny 
or disparage others retained by the people. 

ARTICLE X — The powers not delegated to the 
United States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by 
it to the States, are reserved to the States, respectively, 
or to the people. •

Preserve the Trees 
In Shady Sierra Madre 

It’s the third Thursday eve¬ 
ning and a developer is ex¬ 
plaining in detail how another 
piece of property is going to 
be improved by removing the 
old substandard buildings and 
clearing the land to make way 
for an attractive modern buil¬ 
ding. He promises the Plan¬ 
ning Commission he will not 
remove several large old trees 
and he will replace the ones 
he must take out with fast¬ 
growing 15-gallon specimen 
plants. 

Time passes and then sud¬ 
denly the bulldozer arrives and 
the lot is cleared completely. 
What happened to the pro¬ 
mises? Why is it necessary to 
cut down or bulldoze trees 
that are 50 to 100 years old? 

Anyone that has seen Alan 
Wood’s slide presentation of 
the beautiful tree-lined streets 
of Sierra Madre would under¬ 
stand the value of these trees 
to the community. 

Look at the absence of 
trees in the area south of Crest- 
view Lodge on Baldwin after 
it was promised that the trees 
would not be removed. What 
happened to the trees that 
were to be left in the Bethany 
development? 

Three very large trees and 
all other vegetation were re¬ 
moved at 32 E. Highland and 
concrete and asphalt replaced 
the twelve trees at 52-62 E. 
Highland. There are at least 
three lots on Sierra Madre 
Blvd. that have been similarly 
defoliated. 

This month McDonald’s 
Golden Arches are giving 
away some 80,000 small trees 
whose planting will help im¬ 
prove the environment; Sierra 
Madre is cutting their trees 
down. A couple of years ago 
a speaker from the County 
Flood Control District while 


explaining the need for in- ' 
creased funds, stated that 
clearing land and replacing ', 
open areas and trees with'"' 
concrete and asphalt was" ' 
creating additional water run¬ 
off problems for the Dis¬ 
trict. 

1 believe that we have a 
responsibility to protect the 
vegetation of our community 
and that a qualified city em¬ 
ployee should be on site when 
demolition and clearing are 
being done. The developer 
should be required to pay " 
the cost of that employee. 

Maybe we need to require 
a regular reading of Joyce 
Kilmer’s poem “Trees.”

The Sierra Madre Fire De¬ 
partment voted at its meet¬ 
ing last Friday night to start 
planning for the replacement 
of the medical unit by July 
of next year. 

The emergency medical 
technicians involved in the 
program will prepare plans 
for the interior design to meet 
the requirements of the equip¬ 
ment now available. Specifi¬ 
cations will be used in ap¬ 
proaching manufacturers 
concerning purchase of the 
vehicle. 

The present van v*as pur¬ 
chased in August of 1976 
and cost $16,875. Preliminary 
estimates for a new unit are 
approximately $31,(XX) for a 
similarly built van with a few 
additional modifications. 

Since the present van will 
be seven years old in August 
of next year it would have 
reached an age that makes it 
unusable by private ambu¬ 
lance services in Los Angeles 
County and therefore would 
have a very limited trade-in 
value. However, Sierra Ma- 
dre’s van has relatively low 
road mileage. 


In addition, the local de¬ 
partment feels it would be 
advantageous to have a 
“back-up” unit available for 
transportation in the case of 
“back-to-back” calls and in 
the instances when the first- 
line vehicle is in for service 
or repairs. In the past it has 
been the policy of the local 
department to call in a pri¬ 
vate transporter and to pick 
up the tab for the trans¬ 
port. At today’s prices this is 
in excess of $100 per trip. 

Over the past few years 
the fire department has sent 
a letter to any person who 
has been transported to a 

hospital requesting a dona¬ 
tion, if the family feels so 
inclined. This money has been 
placed in the Ambulance Re- 
' placement Fund so that when 
the time came for replace¬ 
ment, a portion, or all of the 
money needed, would be avail¬ 
able. Because the fund has 
reached approximately $20,- 
000, another $11,000 must 
be raised before placing the 
order for a new ambulance. 

Several memorial gifts in 
the past have helped to swell 
this fund to its present 
amount. The Sierra Madre 
Kiwanis Club has indicated 
they might be interested in 


conducting a drive for funds 
if necessary, as they did before. 

It is anticipated that delivery 
time could be from four to 
six weeks after placement of 
the order and it was felt neces¬ 
sary to start the preliminary 
feasibility of fundraising be¬ 
fore the end of the year 
so that any individual who 
wants to tke advantage of a 
1982 tax write-off could do 
so. This is being done on 
the advice of a local tax ex¬ 
pert who indicated that it 
would be advantageous to 
some individuals to donate in 
1982, before the 1983 re¬ 
duction when the write-off 
is less meaningful. 

Funds for the’'first ambu¬ 
lance were raised by the Sierra 
Madre Kiwanis Club. They 
raised over $22,(XX) in 10 
weeks, with the balance of 
the fund being used to 
equip the ambulance and start 
a medical supply fund.

Asia, Kliewer said the present 
need among children in Kam¬ 
puchea is especially staggering. 
He was in Kampuchea with a 
film crew to document the 
situation for an upcoming 
television special entitled 
‘‘Children: Caught In The 
Crossfire.” This will be aired 
at 8 p.m. Monday, Dec. 27, 
on KHJ-TV Channel 9. 

‘‘The Khmer people have 
shown tremendous resiliency 
to suffering, but they still 
I have a long way to go before 
they will reach self-suffici¬ 
ency,” Kliewer said. ‘‘We at 
World Vision are dedicated 
to doing everything possible 
to help those people get back I 
on their feet.” 

Upon returning, Kliewer 
announced his organization’s 
1983 commitment of $2.1 
million in emergency relief 
programs for Kampuchea. 
This will include the operation 
of the National Pediatric 
Hospital in Phnom Penh, the 
only children’s hospital in 
the nation, an animal-breeding 
project that will increase food 
production and the support 
of 12 orphanages. 

Coming on the heels of a 
three-year, $9.3 million relief 
program begun in late 1979 
following the reign of terror 
by Pol Pot and the Khmer 
Rouge, the new package ex¬ 
tends World Vision’s involve¬ 
ment in Kampuchea to four 
years and $11.4 million. 

Prior to his recent move to 
executive vice-president, 
Kliewer served in a number of 
management positions at 
World Vision, most recently 
as associate executive director 
and director of communica¬ 
tions. He was executive pro¬ 
ducer of the two widely-seen 
(World Vision television spe¬ 
cials ‘‘Crisis In The Horn of 
Africa” and ‘‘Women in Cri¬ 
sis.”
